From the ropart we extract the 
following: 

“The Hospitals’ began to. ‘under- 
take the payment of salaries of 2 
lady doctor"and a nurse from the 
beginning of February, and -to- 
wards the end of the year, ‘the 
| services of a second’ medical man 
were secured. At.the énd of June 
Dr. L &. and Mrs» Mitchell pro- 
ceeded home on furlough and Dr. 
R. M, Gibson took up the medical 
work, Mr. H. R. Wells acting as 
Secretary, In December Dr. C. 
W. Parr came to the Colony to 


take the place of the late Dr. Erie}. 
The parents of the lattery 


Woods. 
visited the Colony during the ear- 
ly part of the year, and; amongst 
other bequests, gave the medical 
library of thelr son, a special set 
of eye instruments;. and other 
surgical ‘instruments, and also 
the Woods’ cot for 
patients with eye diseases. ' The 
cot was purchased by them, and, 
for the present, they aré sending 
annual subscriptions to assist the 
patients. Dr. Woods’ had takeil 
special studies in. eye~ diseases 
with a .yiew to work in China, 
where opthalmic disease is'so pre- 
valent. In losing this doctor, the 
Hospitals have suffered a very 
serious loss.’ Dr. G. M. Turner 
has continued to hold clinies for 
women throughout the year, and 
large numbers . have sought her 
advice. Over one thousand cases 
have ‘béen treated. Return visits 
were ‘over 3,000 in number. 


Nursing. 

Miss L, K.-Rayner has continu- 
ed to ‘superintend the work of the 
Nethersole and Maternity Hospi- 
tals, and has had under her charge 
a very capable band of Chinese 
nurses in training to whom a large 
part of the routine work of .the 
wards is committed. 

Miss M. W. Ward hias-: “had 
ciance of the work in the Ho Miu 
Ling Hospital where she largely 
increased the efficiency of the 
male nurses in their work. : 

During the year the Hospitals 
lost. one of their prominent sub- 
scribers by the death of Hon. Mr. 
Lau Chu Pak, to the members of 
whose family the condolences of 
the hospital “Committee ue pre- 
sented. " 

In the absence of the Hon. Mr. 
P. H. Holyoak, Mr. W. L. Patten- 
den kindly consented to act as 
chairman and took active interest 
in the affairs of the Hospitals. 

Messrs, Linstead and Davis have 
Uindly consented to take up the 
position of Treasurers to the Hos- 
pitals. This“is a contribution of 
the highest value. - ek

The faithful typewriter is to} 
calebrata its fiftieth birthday next 
Fall. This practical instrument, 
which started life in the smal) 
village of Ilion.

* Now York, in the Autumn of 1873, 
je now used by kinga for. their 
personal correspondence, and har 
helped mary an office boy to be- 
come a king in the busiposs world. 
Women, too. giveitgratiiude, from 
the Queen of Rumania, who never 
goes on ber royal. travels without 


taking along a writing machine, tol.

It is bard to think ofaninvention 
. that bas more. thoroughly ravolu- 
tionized modern business than.

great variety of sources ‘on the 
history of the typewriter from its 
earliest days. 


The first. American patent on a 
typewriter was granted in 1829 to 
William Austin Burtof Detroit, the 
man who later invented the solar 
compass.’ ‘Alettor printedin puna 
paper in 1520 calla the model.“ 
simple, cheap and pretty Sioliae 
for printing letters.” Unfortunate- 
ly the model wag destroyed by firo 
at the Washington Patent Office 
in 1880.
